troubles of employers are not .confined 
to the turbulent gentlemen from Swatow 
and district who condescend to carry 
our chairs and pull our rickshas. How. 
ever, His Excellency may have had good 
reasons for limiting the scope of the | 
Commission's. enquiry, and the wisdom 
of his decision may . become apparent 
when the Government acts upon the

4. Av to the causes of the existing difti- 
culty, we find that the main cause of tho 
diffienlty in procuring such coclics is a do- 
mand for. increased wages, which many 
non-Chinese refuse to pay. ek 

& Wo cbeorve that there has apparently 
beon no difticulty in procuring six hundred 
coolies front China to man’ the threa hun- 
drad new public rickshas -which have ro- 
cently, beon licensed, Furthor, we.observe 
from the annual reports of the Captain 
Superintendent of Polica that in they year 
1897, 7,104 drivers ond bearers were licens- 
ed ;. in the year 1898, 8,252 ; in the year 

1899, 8,923 ; and in tho year 1900, 9,984, 
or an increase of 2,820 drivers and benrars 
‘in a period of 4 yenrs, that is, an increase 
of nearly 40: per cent. in the number of 
drivers and bearers. These figures seem to 
show that the demand for public chair and 
ricksha coolies hes been wmply met, and 
lead us to the conclusion .that there ts an 
adequate. number of men procurable for 
private service, provided the wages offered 
approach in smount the takings of tho 
licensees of public vehistes. 

6." We. are(of opinion that the price of 
lodging is not as x rule a ‘serions factor in 
the matter, because private coolies ore un- 
ually lodged, rent free, by their masters ; 
and we think that the increased coat of food

sist on the coolie being registered. 

We do not oppose an onlargenent of thir 
period of 43 hours, but would point out 
that if tho patie is much enlargedy. it. will 
morely induco an. aggravated condition of 
the present difficulty in retaining coolies.
